_ COVENT GARDEN THEATRE. 

A New Play, in three acts; called The Novice, was brought 
out at this Theatre last night, and was favourably received. 
Though not possessing any extradrdinary merit, as a literary 
composition, it acts well, as the incidents and situations are good 
and. highly dramatic ; we suspect it is an adaptation from the 
French. The plot is as follows : Clotilda, a young Novice, is taken 
from her convent by her intriguing aunt, MadamePolnitz, to pre 
sent a petition to the Elector of Bavaria. The Elector smitten 
with her beauty determines to make her his mistress, and to 
avoid any scandal, and deceive the Electress, he, through the 
means of Baron Solomons, offers the hand of Clotilda to a disso- 
lute noble of the court, CountCarolstadt, with a fortune of 50,000 
crowns, and the colonelcy of the Royal Guards. Ciotilda is 
brought to consent to the match, from the belief that the man of 
her heart, Herman, a young painter, is unworthy, and the mar- 
riage contract is signed. Herman is employed by the Elector to 
paint Clotilda’s picture, and in his interview with her, makes his 
own innocence, and the guilt of Carolstadt clear. Clotilda in 
despair at having signed the contract, forms the resolution of be- 
coming a nun, but the better feelings of Carolstadt prevail, and 
he destroys the contract, and joins her band with that of Herman. 
The only difficulty now remaining is to get the consent of the 
Elector, which is obtained from him at length through his fears 
of the truth of the affair coming to the ear of the Electress; hé 
having overheard Clotilda avow her determination to throw 
herself at the feet of the Electress, disclose the designs of 
the Elector, and claim ber protection, When all is arranged, 
however, another obstacle arises in the disappointed ambition of 
Madame Polnitz, who, at the instigation of Baron Solomons; 
declares that nothing less than a nobleman shall satisfy her for 
a nephew ; the Elector, at his wits ends, proposes tojher a noble 
husband for herself; in the person of Baron Solomons, to this 
they are both at first averse, but ultimately consent, the 
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Baron from fear of the displeasure of the Elector, and the lad 
to become rich and a Baroness. The interest is well kept through 
the piece, and unlike most Dramas the denouement is not foreseen. 

The Play was well got up, and well acted in all its parts; es- 
pecial praise is due to Helen Faucit, Mrs. W. Clifford, Vining 
and Anderson. The Play was given out for to-morrow without 
a dissenting voice. The Musical Entertainment of Brother and 
Sister, and the Farce of The Ivish Tutor, followed the Play. 
There was a good house. The Duke of Brunswick, and many 
other people of fashion, were in the dress-circle.
